County have already doubled 
the 1971 total figure, according 
to information released by the

Court. 


The total number of various 


misdemeanor and felony drug 
offenses prosecuted up to and 
including Nov. 14 was 408 as 
compared with a total of 203 
cases for the entire 12-month 


period m 1971. 


If figures for the last three 


months from Aug. 14 through 
Nov. 
14 are 
indicative, 
the 


number of cases could triple 
that 
of 1971 in 
the 
next 


year. 


Of the total 408 to date, 188 


have been prosecuted during 
the last three months for an 
average of about 63 cases per 
month. This is almost four 
times the average of 17 cases 
per month in 1971 and more 
than double the nearly 30 cases 


Job Training Programs Said A Waste 


Washington (UPH — A con- 


gressional study i n d i c a t e d 
Sunday that some government 
job training programs 
may 


waste time and tax money, 
because they don't boost in- 
come enough to he'p trainees 
escape poverty 


The study, released by the 


Joint 
Economic Committee, 


said 
the $6.8 billion 
t h e 


government has poured into 
manpower 
programs 
during 


the last decade to try to get 
the disadvantaged off welfare 
rolls and onto payrolls has not 
worked and likely will not. 


An 
estimated 
6 1 
million 


persons have been trained in 


the programs. 


Major Conclusion 


"One major conclusion can 


be drawn," wrote Rep. Martha 
W. Griffiths, D-Mich., in a let- 
ter of transmittal. "Manpower 
programs are not a substitute 
for 
income supplement pro- 


grams. Training does increase 
the earnings of the poor and 
reduce the poverty gap, but 
continued income supplemen- 
tation is likely to be necessary 
for the average trainee " 


Thus, Mrs. Griffiths added 


in an accompanying statement, 
"those who see training as a 
short-run 
panacea 
for 
the 


poverty program need to re- 


evaluate their position " 


She suggested that much of 


the $1.6 billion budgeted for 
manpower programs in the 
current fiscal year "could be 
better spent on job creation," 
since they have not succeeded 
in putting people to work. 


"Of 
course, 
in 
a 
strong 


economy with a tight labor 
market, training p r o g r a m s 
could be very useful in dealing 
with residual unemployment," 
she said. "But when many 
skilled workers are already out 
of a job. training programs 
serve merely to improve the 
c r e d e n t i a l s 
o f 
t h e 


unemployed." 


Quick End To Viet War 'Probable' 
If 'Flexibility' Is Shown - Kissinger 


Paris UP) — Henry A. Kissinger flew into 


Paris on Sunday night and said a quick end 
to the Vietnam war is "probable" if North 
Vietnam's negotiators show "understanding and 
flexibility " 


President Nixon's chief foreign affairs ad- 


viser arrived from Washington to resume his 
secret talks Monday with the top North Viet- 
namese negotiators, Le Due Tho and Xuan 
Thuy. The White House hopes for a cease-fire 
by mid-December. 


Kissinger told newsmen he was under in- 


structions from Nixon to remain in Pans "as 
long as is useful." He said he would be in 
constant touch throughout the negotiations with 
South Vietnamese negotiator Pham Dang Lam, 
who was among those waiting to meet him 
at Orly Airport. 


South Vietnam and the Viet Cong are ex- 


cluded from the secret talks. 


Gen. Haig Goes Along 
Kissinger was accompanied by his chief 


aide, Gen. Alexander M. Haig Jr., and William 
H. Sullivan, deputy assistant secretary of state 
for Southeast Asian affairs. 


It was Kissinger's 21st trip to Paris for 


secret talks with the North Vietnamese since 
1969, 
but the first time his arrival was an- 


nounced 
in advance. 
Both sides i s s u e d 


simultaneous announcements last Friday that 
the talks would be resumed. 


Kissinger left Andrews Air Force Base fn 


Maryland at 9 a.m., CST, for the six-hour 
flight to Paris. 


Presidential press secretary Ronald L. 


Ziegler told newsmen in Washington that Nixon 
had not met personally with Kissinger before 
his departure, but conferred with him by phone 
and provided notes on the U.S. negotiating 
position. 


'Final Phase' 
In Paris, Kissinger said: "The President 


has sent me here for what he hopes will be 
the final phase of negotiations to end the war 
in Indochina. 


"My instructions are to stay as long as 


is useful and conduct the negotiations fn a 
spirit of conciliation, moderation 
and good 


"While we are here, we will have the 


closest daily contacts with the allied countries 
including the Republic of Vietnam. We will 
consult frequently with Mr. Lam. 


Kissinger and Tho met last in Paris on 


Oct. 12 after drafting a settlement that "cmam- 
ed unsigned pending clarification of details. 


The study was done for a 


subcommittee on fiscal policy 
by staff aide Jon H Goldstein. 
It showed that only two man-

Development and Training Act 
(MDTA) and the out-of-school 
programs of the Neighborhood 
Youth Corps (NYC) — have 
helped poor persons find new 
or better jobs and become 
more self-sustaining. 


But one study of a group 


of 
recent 
MDTA 
graduates 


showed their average earnings 
came only to $3,100 a year 
— still $800 below the official 
poverty level. 


"The 
other 
training pro- 


grams examined cannot 
be 


justified in strict co si- ac- 
counting 
terms 
since 
t h e 


economic benefits to society do 
not cover their costs," Mrs. 
Griffiths said. "The NYC in- 
school and summer programs, 
designed to encourage disad- 
vantaged students to remain 
in school by providing year- 
lound earnings opportunities, 
failed to prevent dropouts and 
appear not to have improved 
the participants' p o s t - h i g h 
school earnings and employ- 
ment." 


Further, she said, figures for 


the Work Incentive Program 
(WIN) 
and 
the J o b 
Op- 


portunities 
in 
the 
Business 


Sector (JOBS) program "make 
it 
highly unlikely that 
the 


present and future increased 
earnings of the 
participants 


will recoup the p r o g r a m 
costs."

Bonn 
/Pi — Willy Brandt won re-election 


as West Germany's chancellor Sunday in nib 
greatest political triumph He said the victory 
revealed a "new democratic middle" that he 
hoped to forge into a "great uniting force 
of our people." 


Opposition candidate Rainer Barzel, leader 


of the Christian Democrats, conceded defeat 
on the basis of computer projections about 
an hour after the polls closed. ''You have 
won the elections," he messaged Brandt. 


Victory by a solid majority was a clear 


mandate for Brandt to continue the policy of 
reducing tensions with the Soviet bloc, that 
won him the Nobel Peace Prize. 


In televised remarks Sunday night, Brandt 


called his triumph "a moment of satisfaction 
and pride," adding: "We want to be good 
neighbors, 
both 
within 
our 
land 
a n d 


abroad." 


Control Increased 


Computer projections showed the ruling 


coalition of Brandt's Social Democrats and their 
partners, the Free Democrats, greatly increased 
its control of the Bundestag, the lower house 
of the parliament, which chooses the chancellor. 
The projections showed Brandt's coalition win- 
ning 
a 48-seat 
majority 
in 496-seat Bun- 


destag. 


The computer projections also showed the 


ruling coalition winning 54.2% of the total vote 
to 45.1% for the opposition. 


The Social Democrats won 46.2% of the 


vote and the Free Democrats won 8%. The 
Christian Democrats and their partners, the 
Christian Social Union, won 45.1%, according 
to the projections. 


Herbert Wehner, deputy chief of the Social 


Democrats, said the newly elected Bundestag 
will convene Dec. 14 to formally re-elect Brandt 
as chancellor. 


The dramatic outcome after a hard-fought 


campaign was also a prestige boost for the 
Free Democrats who had hovered close to the 
5% minimum vote needed to get into parliament 
in the 1969 elections. 


Defections Caused Problem 


Brandt's coalition had won control of the 


Bundestag in 1969 with a 12-seat majority. But 
defections caused the majority to disappear 
and forced Brandt to arrange for new elections 
a year early. 


In 1969 IVandt's Social Democrats won 42 T'r 


of the votes and the Free Democrats, led by 
Foreign Minister Walter Scheel. won 5.8% Th? 
Christian Democrats and the Christian Social 
Union won a total of 46 1%. 


Socialist parliamentary whip Karl Wienand 


said the apparent victory was due mainly to 
the towering figure of the 58-year-old chan- 
cellor. 


"The 
voters," Wienand said., ' ' h a v e 


recognized that a new note has been struck 
in the areas of security, foreign and peace 
policies . . ." 


Brandt cleared the way for the election 


in September when he engineered a vote of 
no confidence in his own government after 
defections from his party had wiped out his 
majority in the Bundestag. Brandt's normal 
four-year 
term 
would 
have 
expired 
next 


year. 


Foreign Policy Stressed 


During the campaign. Brandt stressed his 


foreign policy while Barzel hammered away ' 
at West Germany's rising inflation. 


The 58-year-old chancellor said his re-elec- 


tion would ensure the signing of the treaty 
with East Germany aimed at normalizing rela- 
tions between the two states. 


Barzel, 48, said the treaty, concluded 11 


days before the election, was an election gim- 
mick which would cement Germany's division 
for all time. He said he would try to renegotiate 
the treaty. 


Brandt also stressed his historic moves to 


ease relations with Eastern Europe for \\hirn 
he won the Nobel Peace Prize in 1971 Bar?c! 
said he would support tho relaxation of tension*, 
with the Soviet bloc, but promised to tike 
a harder bargaining position than ho said the 
chancellor had taken.

Heroin Disappearing 


New York — Heroin has virtually disap- 


peared this year on college campuses in New 
York, New Jersey and Connecticut, and the 
popularity of most other hard drugs is fading 
among college students in the tri-state areas 
according to interviews by the New York Times 
at 25 colleges and universities. But the in- 
terviews have found that the sale and use 
of soft drugs—marijuana, hashish and pills—are 
common and virtually institutionalized, with 
large numbers of students turning on, and 
school authorities turning the other way.

IN PERSPECTIVE

We all face crises now and then in our lives and usually 


\ve manage to survive them, even though they sometimes leave 
us a little haggard and worn. Far more often we run into 
everyday irritations that leave our nerves a little frayed and 
our dispositions temporarily indisposed. 


And there are endless little things in life that tend to 


make the day for us as opposed to the major 
confrontations. 


Clotting a rare crack at a little grocery shopping the other 
day. a father decided to pick up a sack of candy for the 
family as a little extra treat. 


Unable to settle on any one thing, he sacked up a variety 


of three things — some candy kisses, some caramels and 
some gum-drops. As might have been expected, the reaction 
at home was mixed. With some, the kisses were o.k., with 
some, the caramels were o.k. but nobody took to the gumdrops.

In answer to the gum-drop criticism, he explained that 


they were a good buy since they would obviously last longer 
as a result of their unpopularity. Yes, replied one of the 
children, they will be around until everyone gets desperate 
enough to eat any kind of candy. 


Thinking back on that experience, it is worth remembering. 


When buying candy for a family with youngsters, always get 
some they like and some of the desperation kind. Desperation 
candy will now be a part of the life of that family for all 
time. 


Years from now, the family will get together and someone 


will surely remember and say something about father's despera- 
tion cand.v. It's a litttle thing but it will add a lot to family 
life in terms of good-natured fun.

Recently, we heard a story that was typical of the little 


things that make life worthwhile. A teenager let it slip one 
evening that she no longer liked the boy she had had a 
crush on for the past several months. 


She was asked, of course, what happened to break things 


up. Xo real answer seemed to be available but it was emphasized 
by her that had liked the boy in questio-n for two whole 
months. 


That, it turns out, was a record long time. And as the 


story finally unfolded, she did not dislike the boy, at all; 
she just didn't l;ke him any more as she had in the past. 


Apparently there are all degrees of liking and you have 


to be a teenager to really understand what they are all about. 
It is like dropping out of school, which really is not dropping 
out, at all. You can drop out in any numbar of ways, including 
the standard method of just failing to show up there any 
more. 


But you can also drop out while continuing to attend. 


With this method, you are just there physically but not mentally 
or emotionally. You just go through the motions but you are 
indifferent to what is really happening academically. So when 
your young son and daughter casually say they are dropping 
out of school for a semester, don't panic until you know 
what they really mean by it.

On the irritation side, try on something for size such as 


a change in eating habits. Not a change in when or what 
you eat, but in how you eat — brought on by a bad tooth. 


We are not talking about any pain and suffering that might 


be associated with a bad tooth but about the inconvenience 
of it. If the bad tooth is on the left side, you must chew 
on the right side. 


Chewing on the right side is all right far a brief period 


but you can get no further than halfway through a meal 
before it begins to drive you a little wacky. Slowly but surely, 
the urge to chew on the left side becomes so overwhelming 
that you can hardly resist it.

Prices On Health Foods 
Could Make You Sick 


District 145 Bond Issue 


The time for decision at the polls is not 


over for voters in School District No. 145, 
the basically rural area northeast and east 
of Lincoln in which the towns of Wavcrly, 
Eagle, Prairie Home, Alvo and Walton are 
located. 


Faced with a healthy growth rate unusual 


for 
a 
rural 
school 
district 
and 
existing 


facilities that are already spilling out at the 
seams, the District 145 school board has found 
it critically necessary to ask voters to approve 
a $1,850,000 bond issue to help construct and 
equip a new elementary school at Waverly 
and an addition to the Eagle 
elementary 


school and to renovate existing facilities. The 
balance of the $2.33 million project will be 
financed out of an existing building fund. 


The bond issue will be put to a vote 


at a special 
election Tuesday and it has 


been offered in spite of the lack of success 
of similar proposals in the recent past. Three 
times since February of 3970 bond issues 
for new construction, additions and remodeling 
have been turned down by the voters, the 
last proposal by a 27-vote margin in November 
last year. But the needs of the burgeoning 
school district demand another test at the 
polls. 


District 145 board members are convinced 


that they have followed the correct route in 
opting for elementary school construction, that 
the total space needs of both elementary and 
secondary school children will best be met 
by that approach. And they are convinced 
they have chosen the most economical design 
but one that won't cheat the school population 
and the taxpayers in the long run. 


The fear that an aggressive Lincoln an- 


nexation policy to the east might result in 
a duplication of facilities and, in effect, a 
double tax burden could be a factor in the 
bond issue election. But Lincoln officials have 
made it clear that the city has no present 
intention of encroaching into the Stevens Creek 
area in the foreseeable future and in the mean- 
time D i s t r i c t 145's high rate of growth con- 
tinues to flood already o v e r - c r o w d e d 
facilities. 


The 4.7 mill increase in property tax im- 


posed by the bond issue, if successful, will 


also be 
a 
determinant. 
The decision 
for 


District 145 voters is either an additional 
modest tax bite and new facilities or inade- 
quate facilities and a less than quality educa- 
tion for 
their children. 
Hopefully, 
for 
the 


students' sake, voters will chose the former 
and vote "for" the proposed school building 
program at the special election Tuesday.

toasting Fidel Castro in his Havana palace 
at 
this 
point. But the President 
wants 


American officials to talk to Cuban officials 
about a possible agreement that would curb 
the airliner hijackings that plague this country 
aud that have become an intolerable nuisance 
to Castro's. 


As part of a hoped-for world-wide agree- 


ment on hijacking, the bilateral talks are 
most welcome. And they inevitably would lead 
to tough discussion of other meaty matters. 


Cuba, of course, would want the return 


of dissidents escaping Cuba to the U.S. on 
stolen vessels. Castro's regime would want 


a pledge by the U.S. to use its influence 
against anti-communist invasions of Cuba. The 
U.S. in turn would ask for Cuban assurances 
that it will not again become a home base 
for military threats to this country by outside 
powers. And we would want a guarantee that 
Castro will not try to spread his revolution 
across the southern hemisphere. 


But none of these problems are really 


as big as the issues which divide the United 
States and China. And some sort of ac- 
comodation is slowly being reached on that 
front. 


Cuba and the United States have not of- 


ficially spoken to each other on matters of 
importance since they broke relations in 1961. 
Given President Nixon's record in foreign af- 
fairs, it is likely that those years of silence 
will come to an end.

Apollo 17 Will Signal End Of fro 
Of Decode Of Space Exploration 


Cape Kennedy, Fla

Apollo 17 marks the end of 
an era of exploration 
that 


began in 1961 when President 
John F. Kennedy pledged that 
the United States would send 
a man to the moon and return 
him safely to earth in the 
decade of the '60s. 


That commitment came at 


a time when the pioneering 
M e r c u ry man-io-space pro- 
gram was just starting, with 
Gemini yet to come to pave 
new pathways in space. 


There w e r e 
technological 


breakthroughs to a c h i e v e , 
problems to overcome. But the 
United States made it, not just 
with one man. but with four 
in the waning months of the 
decade. In the next 2V2 years, 
six more Americans walked 
the dusty lunar surface. 


Apollo 17 is to raise the 


number to 12 and then it may 
be a decade, perhaps a quarter 
century or more, before man 
again 
visits 
the 
m o o n . 


Scheduled to blast off Dec. 6, 
it will be the oiost ambitious 
Apollo mission yet. building on 
the experience gained m the 
earlier flights.

Edwards denied he said he 


would fire Netterville, adding 
that in any event, that power 
rested with the state Board 
of Education. He noted he had 
commented in the past that 
many of the student demands 
had merit and could be im- 
plemented without delay, but 
added that he did not intend 
to agree to all demands.

other end, I feel that blacks 
in a way are worse off than 
they have ever been." 


"The young, poor black has 


been totally alienated," Mrs. 
LAfontant 
t o l d 
an 
in- 


terviewer. 


She sees a positive role for 


the radical approach of an 
Angela Davis or the Black 
Panthers, although for herself 
she feels that "law is perhaps 
the best vehicle to bring about 
social 
c h a n g e . ' ' 
Such 


movements as the Panthers, 
she says, help to speed up 
the process. 


Mrs Lafontant's own youth 


in Chicago was pretty special 
for a black at that time. Her 


father 
and her grandfather 


were graduates of prestigious 
Oberlin College in Ohio and 
both were lawyers. 


She went to Oberlin, too, 


graduating in 1943 with a dou- 
ble major in political science 
and physical education. 


Tall and strong, she cap- 


tained 
the w o m e n ' s in- 


tercollegiate 
volleyball team 


and before that, in Chicago, 
was a topflight teen-age tennis 
player. 


Prejudice Encountered 


One of her first encounters 


with prejudice, 
she recalls, 


was not as a b'ack but as 
a woman law student at the 
University of Chicago. 


"I had a professor who said 


he saw no point in our being 
there because 
all we were 


going to do was to hang our 
certificates 
over 
a 
baby's 


bed," she said. Her law career 
since has involved her "in 
everything 
from 
traffic 
to 


murder cases." She is now a 
senior partner in her family 
firm in Chicago. 


"I won every one" of the 


murder cases, she said, the 
last 
three 
involving women 


"who had killed their husbands 
in self-defense." 


Deeply 
interested 
in 
her 


African heritage, Mrs. Lafon- 
tant says she is one of the 
few American blacks who have 
been able to trace their an- 
cestry back through slavery to 
a point of origin. 


This was possible because 


seme of her ancestors named 
Vaughan 
returned 
to 
their 


homeland, Nigeria, but main- 
tamed their ties with relatives 
in Camden, S.C. Mrs. Lafon- 
tant has made four trips to 


Nigeria 
and has seen the

Landmark Case 


Mrs. Lafontant's f a t h e r . 


Cornelius F. Stratford, was the 
lawyer in a landmark Chicago 
case that rendered r a c i a l 
restrictive 
convenants

forceable. She and her parents 


were 
friends 
of the 
black 


family that had moved into 
an all-white area "and we 
were with them 
when the 


bricks came through the win- 
dows."

Soaring Export Sales, Higher Prices Help Cut Subsidy Costs 


By DON KENDALL 


Washington 
UP> — Soaring 


export sales and much higher 
farm prices have helped cut 
back 
subsidy costs of 
the 


government's 1972 wheat pro- 
gram from earlier $1 billion 
estimates, 
and the 
savings 


may continue pretty much the 
same next year, according to 
the Agriculture Department. 


The p a y m e n t reductions, 


however, do not in themselves 
indicate how much w h e a t 
farmers may produce next 
year. It is too early to make 
that 
kind of prediction, of- 


ficials said. 


Last July, as farmers were 


harvesting 1.56 billion bushels 
of wheat, the third-largest crop 
on record, USDA e x p e r t s 
thought the 1972 wheat pro- 
gram would cost more than $1 


billion for the calendar year. 


Also, that was when t h e 


department announced the 1973 
wheat program, and it was 
thought then that the costs 
next year would be about the 
same. 


One-Fourth Bought 


But the Soviet Union bought 


one-fourth of this year's wheat 
crop, more than 400 million 
bushels. Other e x p o r t e r s 
bought, too, with the result 
that wheat prices which had 
averaged $1.32 per bushel na- 
tionally in July soared to $1.89 
in October. 


Market 
prices 
a r e fun- 


damental in computing federal 
wheat p r o g r a m subsidies. 
Called "certificate" payments, 
they are designed'under the 
Agricultural Act of 1970 to 
bridge the gap between 
a 


"parity" price and w h a t 
farmers receive on the free 
market during a five month 
period beginning on July 1 of 
each year . 


Under the law, a "domestic 


allotment" 
In acres is 
set 


which is determined to be suf- 
ficient to produce all tfce wfaeat 
to meet U.S. domestic food 


The law sets 535 million 


bushels a year, about one-third 
of what farmers produced in 
1972 as the national food re- 
quirement. 


The certificate payments are 


made only on a farmer's share 
of the national domestic allot- 
ment acres he harvests to 
provide part of the 335 million 
bushels in food wheat. 


No Restrictions 


But 
wheat 
farmers 
who 


comply with the program also 
are eligible for price support 
loans of |1.25 per bushel on 
all that they produce. There 
are no acreage restrictions, 
only the basic 
requirement 


that a producer remove a por- 
tion of his land from wheat. 


The July parity price was 


$3.02 per bushel theoretically 
the price wheat would have 
to bring if farm production 
costs were fully covered. 


According to the law, USDA 


must pay farmers the dif- 
ference between the July 1 
parity and the average price 
wheat actually sells for on the 
m a r k e t d u r i n g J u l y - 
November. 


For 1972, USDA offered more 


payment inducements to wheat 
farmers for taking more land 
from production in an effort 


to head off what appeared at. 
the time as a big rise in grain! 
surpluses. That meant more 
money was expected to be 
needed to cover the new in- 
centives and the 
certificate 


payments. 


But no one reckoned1 that the 


wheat market would go up as 
it did. Now, this year's July- 
Noverrtber market a v e r a g e 
may be about $1.61 per bushel, 
although it could turn out a 
cent or two lower, one USDA 
official said.

Key To Save Milo Crop 
Lies With Weatherman

There may be some hope 


y«t for the downed corn and 
milo crops. 


The potential for economic 


disaster to farmers is certainly 
present 
because 
of 
t h e 


unharvested crops still in the 
field, but it may be possible 
to recover a substantial portion 
of the crop. 


Attempting to harvest milo 


which is broken down and, in 
many cases, with the heads 
of grain frozen into the mud, 
looks at first glance to be 
nearly hopeless. 


Delbert L a n e , Extension 


Agricultural Engineer at tha 
University of Nebraska, points 
out that the key is to what 
the weatherman supplies us 
with 
in 
the 
way 
of tem- 


perature. If it stays real cold 
the milo will keep until spring 
when it drys, but if we get 
spells of warm weather with 
that head wet it will begin 
to mok>. 


Trying to harvest milo if the 


ground is frozen hard enougu 
to support a heavy combine 
is 
a 
possibility, 
but heads 


frozen 
into the ground, as 


many 
if not most are, will 


leave much of the crop in the 
field. 


Gadgets May Help 
Two Rube Goldberg gadgets

"It actually cuts losses in 


standing milo by 5% and will 
pick up 90% of the crop in 
the field if it is dry," Lane 
said.

mounted on the combine to lift 
the crop and help it into the 
machine. 


The big problem

Rulings On Press 
Regarded As Significant 


By Merryle S. Rukeyser 


Without regard to partisan 


p o l i t i c s or personalities, 
several recent federal court 
decisions, affecting freedom of 
the press, are significant. 


For example, a three judge 


Washington, D.C. p a n e l , in 
d e a l i n g with t h i s is- 
sue, stopped the federal gov- 
ernment 
f r o m 
interfering 


with 
publication 
of an 
ad- 


vertisement espousing a cause 
before Congress. The judges 
held that "substantial ques- 
tions of constitutionality" have 
been raised in respect to the 
new federal election campaign 
act that requires candidates 
for federal office to disclose 
their finances. They held that 
the law may "substantially 
chill" the First Amendment 
free speech protection. 


This view was expressed in 


a preliminary ruling that bar- 
red the Justice 
Department 


from 
prosecuting 
the

York Times or the American 
Civil 
Liberties 
Union 
f o r 


publishing 
the 
latter's

listing a so-called honor roll 
of 102 Congressmen, some of
